Mexico City, October 26.—Somewhat of 
& sensation was caused in financial cig 
cles tonight when itwas learned that war- 
rants had been issued for the arrest of 
J. KE. Starr Hunt and three of his asso- 
ciates, charging them with fraud in their 
handling of the funds of the defunct In- 
ternational Bank and Trust Company, of 
America. his sesation was greatly 
magnified in the United States. Ambas- 
sador Thompson was openly charged with 
endeavoring to shield Hunt. The police 
and secret service agents are looking for 
Hunt, but have been unable, as yet, to 
locate him, although they say they are 
positive he is in the city. 

Ambassador Thompson denies any con- 
nection with the case and: says the 
charges against him are absurd. 
Concern Owed Nearly $3,000,000. 

The International Bank and Trust 
Company was organized in the fall of 
1902 and went into the hands of 4 re- 
ceiver on October 17, 1903. It was the 
first bank failure in the republic for 57 
years and created a sensation at the 
time. The bank had seven branches 
throughout the republic and was capi- 
talized for $!,850,000. When it went to 
the wall its liabilities totalled $2,584,000. 

Hunt was an attorney forjthe bank and 
it is Weolare | htat he favered creditors 
and fraudulently and falsely dated no- 
merous promissory notes in order ¢o real- 
ize upon them after the institution war 
in the reteiver’s hands.

The 
energetic canvas being made by the com- 
mittee having subscriptions in charge 1s 
expected to raise the additional $99,500 
Within the next few days.

At Least So Officials Swear 
Before Interstate Com- 
merce Commission 


BUT THE RAILWAY OWNS 
40,000 ACRES OF COAL LAND 


System Also Owns One Mine, but 
Vice President Maporter Says 
That the Property Has 
Never Earned a 
Dollar. 


Louisville, Ky., October 26.—The hear- 
ing before the inierstate commerce com- 
mission of the alligged illegal relations 
between railroad and mining companies 
in Kentucky was resumed today. 

J. M. Ross was the first witness. He 
owns a half interest in the ROck Creek 
Coal Company, of Wayne and Pulask: 
counties. The station of the company is 
at Yamicraw, which is a little town 
situated on the Kentucky and Tennessee 
railroad, a line 8 miles in lengih. 

Mr. Ross’ contention is that the. rail- 
road refuses to accord him a through 
rate to the Cincinnati market for his 
coal. The Kentucky and Tennessee cOn- 
nects with the Queen and Crescent, and 
the owners of the railroad also own four 
mines on the jine, and also have a half 
interest in Ross’ mine. 

J. N. Sharp, of Somerset, represented 
the Kentucky and Tennessee Railroad 
He admitted that the ‘Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee line was owned by 
the same people, and had the same 
offices as the Sterns Lumber Company 
and the Sterng Coal Company. He said 
that the company in building the line 
as an Outlet for their products had inad. 
vertently made it long enough to be- 
come a common carrier, and realized that 
they would have to furnish rates. 


L. & N. Official Testifies. 

W. L. Mapother, first vice president 
of .the Louisville and Nashville, was 
called to the stand. He said he owned 
no stock or coal lands. He was asked 
by Mr. McChord what was done with the 
earnings of the Louisville Property 
Company. Mr. Mapother said there had 
been no earnings, and that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville made advances to 
meet deficits of the,\Louisville Property 
Company. 

Mr. Mapother explained that two tracts 
of coal land of about 40,000 acres were 


acquired by tthe Louisville and Nashville] 


railroad in the name of the Loulsvitie 
Property Company, though advancing 
money for development purposes and sub- 
in foreclosing a mortgage in 
one instance and purchasing the prop- 
erty outright in the other instance, 

Mr. Mapother said the only mine which 
the Louisville Property Company is oper- 
ating has never earned a dollar. 

Mr. Mapother explained the manner of 
distributing cars on the requisition of 
mining companies. When a division has 
an ample supply of cars on hand it hon- 
ors the requisition. Should the mine fal 
to utilize all the cars asked for ana 
furnished the next requisition would be 
curtailed. Should there De a shortage of 
cars on the division the cars are proratea 
according to the capacity of the mines 
making requisition. 


Traffic Manager Compton Talks. 

Cc. B. Compton, traffic manager of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, said 
it has always been a recognized policy 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
to forbid its officers from being interest- 
ed, directy or indirectly, in any industry 
along its lines, and that as far as he 
knows this policy has never been vio- 
lated. 

George Evans, fourth vice president of 
the oLuisville and Nashville, testified, as 
did Mr. Compton afid Mr. Mapother, that 
he does not know any official who owns 
stock in any coal or oil lands, 

The price of coal in various cities was 
gone into. Mr. Sackett, who testified late 
yesterdezy afternoon that the retail price 
of coal in Loulsvile was $4.12 a ton.

The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, better known as the Sugar 
Trust, which was the party. of. the 
second part, has also been indicted 
and will soon come before the bar 
for trial to answer on'twenty counts. 
- In addition to the counts on which 
the New York Central was found 
guilty and for which it’ was fined 
$108;000 by Judge Holt, and Mr. Pom- 
eroy fined $6,000, the road still has 
to answer thirteen other charges of 
rebating. The Delaware, Lackawan- 
na and Western railroad is also un- 
der indietment, as is the Northern 
Steamship Company. 

Lowell M. Palmer. the traffic agent 
of the Sugar Trust, who was the 
agent of the sugar refinery in most 
of the rebating schemes, has secured 
indemnity for himself by freely tes- 
tifying in the federal court and giving 
all the information in his possession. 
He has parted company with the 
trust, the value of his services hav- 
ing suddenly greatly depreciated. 

‘In rendering his opinion, Judge 
Holt excoriated the’ roads guilty of 
granting, and the companies guilty of 
accepting, rebates. He declared: 
This crime is one which .in its. nature 
deliberate and premeditated’ J think 
over a fortnight elapsed between the 
date of Palmer's letter requesting the 
reduced rate and the answer of the rail- 
read company, déecidine to grant it, ang 
then for moriths afterward this business 
was carried on and these claims for re.

The personal fine im- 
posed upon the men actually engaged, 
as well as upon the corporations 
they represent, will also render the 
law more effective. 

Railroad rebates were the initial 
foundation for the growth of the 
Standard Oil monopoly, enabling it to 
crush out all competition, and rebates 
have since that time unquestionably 
fostered upon the country other mo- 
nopolies and trusts to oppress the 
people and restrict individual busi- 
ness enterprises. This system of do- 
ing business has been given a most 
vigorous check.

Paper From Cotton Stalks. 

One would think that the by-product 
possibilities of King Cotton had been 
exhausted, so numerous are the uses 
to which the kingly plant is put by 
the manufacturing genius of man, but 
it now seems certain that the cotton 
stalks heretofore of no use save to 
be plowed under to give its mite of 
humus to the soil, is at a not far 
distant day to be a rival of wood pulp 
in the manufacture of paper. 

Nor does the manufacturing uses 
of the cotton stalk stop with paper. 
Cotton bagging and cloth can be made 
from its fiber, and it is probable that 
other things, such as rope and cord- 
age, will eventually be manufactured 
from this hitherto useless raw ma- 
terial. The cotton stalk paper manu- 
facturing process that is believed by 
many paper manufacturing experts to 
be about to revolutionize the paper- 
making industry of the world, is 
called the Croll process, the invention 
of Mr. W. H. Croll, of: Atlanta. Mr. 
Croll for more than fifteen years 
was a paper manufacturer in Terre 
Haute, Ind., and but a short time ago 
severed his connection with a paper 
mill in that place. Of his great dis- 
covery, he says:

A very small per cent of the paper 
mills of the country are located in 
the south. With the use of the cot- 
ton stalk as raw material for the 
manufacture of paper, there would 
seem to be no reason why a large | 
percentage of the paper mills of the 
country should not be located in this 
section. The paper industry is one 
of the most important ones in the 
country and represents at present an 
invested capital of about $175,000,000. 
Most of the paper mills are located in 
New England, just as originally most 
of the cotton mills were located there. 
And just as the manufacture of cot- 
ton in the south, close to the cotton 
field, is resulting in pulling the cot- 
ton mills away from New England 
and locating them in the cotton belt, 
where they logically belong, so will 
the manufacture of paper from cotton 
stalks eventually result in the con- 
centration of the paper-making indus- 
try in the United States. The great 
bulk of the paper in commercial ‘use 
is manufactured from spruce wood 
pulp, and to supply the raw material 
the spruce forests of the world have 
been practically destroyed. It is only 
a matter of a few years until spruce 
fiber is at a great premium, and the 
present high price of paper is at- 
tributed to the scarcity of this valua- 
ble article of commerce. 

If the cotton stalk will take the 
place of wood pulp, it is a great thing 
for the users of paper—the newspa- 
pers, especially—and it is a great 
thing for the cotton farmer and the 
southern states. It would mean mil- 
lions of new capital invested in the 
south, and thousands of intelligent 
wage-earners given good employment.

It is a great pity that Senator Tillman 
should have chosen to discredit himself 
as a nationa] political figure. He has 
ability and energy enough for that part, 
and we do not dispute as essential hon- 
esty of purpose also. When his reason 
is not submerged by his passions he is 
capable of good counsel. But the vein of 
coarseness and brutality in him shocks 
and revolts all the decency of the Amer- 
ican people whenever he gives it expres- 
‘sion.

| it than in his recent outbreak about the 
race question in the south. It simply 
disqualified him to be heard with respect 
or even with patience upon that subject. 

The meeting of Afro-Americans in this 
city night before last was a natural 
consequence Of his bi@st of savage fury. 
It is significant that the speakers at this 
meeting at which the hearers were mainly 
persons of cOlor should have been three 
white men, two northerners and a.south- 
erner. It would be unfortunate for the 
south if no southern voice were raised in 
protest against Tillman's assumption to 
speak for the southern white men. It 
would be the more unfortunate since it is 
evident that the question is primarily a 
southern one, and i¢ is to the south that 
we must look first for its solution. To 
the speakers at this meeting and those 
of their hearers who accepted what they 
said i¢ is necessary to point out that 
their invocation of President Roosevelt 
and the federal power is premature. Short 
of the stage of “domestic violence’ at 
which the constitution justifies federai 
interference there is nothing which the 
general government can nOw wisely or 
profitably do. It would be a great mis- 
take for the south, anda great mis- 
fortune for the whole country, if the 
south allowed the question to come to a 
stage at which federal interference 
should be imperatively required.

The firm owning and issuing this mag- 
azine receives often as high as 24,000 
letters a day, it not infrequently requir- 
ing three Wagons to deliver the letters 
alone. This same magazine has re- 
ceived in the office as rich as 44,750 
subscriptions in a single day. 

It has 32,000 agents constantly at work 
ang fifty-three fast wvresses are required 
to print one issue. More than fifty gov- 
ernment mail cars have to be on hand 
to carry the edition from the publishing 
house to the people.
